Hydro-electric Plant for YL 


Spurred by the rising cost of 
burning oil to produce electricity, 
the Metropolitan Water District of 
Southern California (MWD) will 
construct a small hydro-electric 
plant in Yorba Linda to tap a 
previously ignored source of water 
pressure, MWD officials announced 
recently. 

One of five such plants to be built, 
the Yorba Linda facility will be 
installed at the MWD’s Robert 
B.Diemer filtration plant off 
Imperial Highway. Completion of 
the units is set for February, 1981, at 
an estimated cost of $18.3 million. 

Previously, high water pressure in 
lines carrying water from the 
Colorado River and Northern 
California was reduced to tractable 
limits by special devices in the lines, 
effectively wasting the pressure.

The Yorba Linda plant, however, 
will reduce pressure by directing 
water through an electric generator 
before filtration, producing thereby 
enough power annually for an 
estimated 9,000 homes, according to 
MWD engineer Gary Snyder. 
Savings of oil should amount to 
1,000 barrels a day. 


Bonds used to finance construc- 
tion of the plants could be paid off in 
15 years with proceeds from the sale 
of electricity generated, Snyder 
added. 


The other four plants are to be 
built near Castaic, Lake Matthews, 
San Dimas, and in the San Fernando 
Valley. Ten more such units might

After several hours of hearings at 
different meetings the first stage of 
the C. Michael development of the 
Dominguez Ranch _ successfully 
negotiated one of the many hurdles 
it has to go through. 

The Planning Commission certifi- 
ed the Environmental Impact Report 
as adequate for the requested zone 
change. However, this was condi- 
tioned. Michael may have to supply 
additional supplementary analysis 
at the development planning stage 
and/or the tract map stage. 

The commission spent about 45 
minutes winding up the Dominguez 
project hearing before beginning 
their regular meeting. 

Then the commission was hit with 
another blockbuster of a project, this 
being the development plan of the 
Shapell Industries/Upper K Ranch 
joint venture and the tentative tract 
map of S&S Construction Company. 

The two related items by the allied 
concerns were presented by some of 
the 10 persons representing Shapell 
and S&S. The walls of the library 
multi-purpose room were festooned 
with multi-colored drawings on all 
phases of the project. 

Introducing the subject was 
Bernard McCune, vice chairman of 
the board of Shapell. He explained 
how the project had been developed 
to this point, how different firms 
were chosen for various phases and 
the preliminary work done with city 
staff. 

McCune related Shapell’s back- 
ground and several of its projects in 
other communities. He _ recalled 
taking city officials, city staff, civic 
leaders and community members on 
tours to view the other projects. 

A narrated slide presentation 
preceded questioning of the 
applicants and _ discussion by 
commission members. 

The Upper K Ranch, long a 
holding of the well known Kraemer 
family, lies north of Experanza 
Road, east. of Fairmont, about 
evenly divided by the easterly 
extension of Yorba Linda Blvd. 

A major road, which has been 
named Village Center Drive, will 
approximately bisect the property 
from the north to the south.

The project has been given the 
name of East Lake Village. When 
completed in an estimated six to 
eight years it will have 2,300 housing 
units and, based on an average of 
three persons to a unit, about 7,000 
inhabitants. 

There will be 119 single family 
equestrian homes, 98 single family 
estate units, 1,034 single family 
dwellings, 301 single family patio 
residences, 504 town houses and 244 
garden/condominium apartments. 

Also planned are 19 acres of 
commercial, a tennis complex, an 
equestrian center, recreation cen- 
ter, public parks, schools, open 
space and...to theme the develop- 
ment...a large lake. 

McCune stressed that the lake 
would be the centerpiece. It is 
planned for recreational use with 
fingers of dwelling units jutting out 
into it. The recreation center would 
be linked with the lake. 

To develop the 860 acres the maps 
and drawings depicted studies on 
land use, site plan concept, 
community features, geology, 
slopes, hydrology, grading, project- 
ed phasing, traffic circulation, noise 
analysis, city annexation, link with 
the Yorba Linda County Water 
District, cooperation with the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
tie-in with County Sanitation District 
#2, conformance to the city’s 
General Plan, master plan of 
equestrian, bicycle, and _ hiking 
trails. 

There were also five architects 
renderings relating to dwelling 
units, streets, and lake and 
landscaping. 

McCune revealed that the project 
has an estimated construction cost of 
$300 million. 

He said that it is still a question as 
to whether the residents or the city 
will create a maintenance district to 
take care of green belts, parks, 
streets, landscaping and trails. 

In regards to use of private 
facilities within the project, McCune 
said each resident will probably be 
required to be a member of a 
‘‘Master Homeowners Associa- 

tion,’’ In addition, there may be 
separate home owner associations in 
each part me the development.

Recalling opposition to church 
construction at the Buena Vista site 
voiced at the time of the original 
CUP hearing, however, Council was 
not disposed to reconsider allowing 
the Mormons to build there. 

Instead, at the urging of 
Councilman Irwin M. Fried and 
Mayor Henry Wedaa, they adopted 
a resolution expressing the city’s 
interest in helping the church find an 
acceptable location elsewhere--clo- 
ser, presumably, than Utah. 

Coincidentally, the same evening 
saw another church set sail upon the 
same uncertain sea. 

The local Christian Science 
Society, located on Olinda since they 
moved out of City Hall, are finding 
their quarters cramped, spokesman 
Philip Rice explained. They would 
like to buy the Pomona First Federal 
building to use, temporarily, as a 
church. 

Trouble is, the building is on land 
zoned CG _ (commercial-general), 
and churches are not allowed by the 
city zoning ordinance on CG 
property. 

Before the structure could be so 
used, either the zoning ordinance 
would have to be changed to allow 
churches in the CG zone or the land 
would have to be re-zoned. 

In any event, the matter would 
have to be referred to the city 


planning commission for public 
hearing--and that is what City 


Council did.

To be willing to serve the City’s 
interests (in their totality—not just 
condominium versus apartment 
aspects, for instance) at a $150 per 
month munificence must make the 
San Francisco street-sweeper arti- 
sans (at $19,000 per year) ‘reach for 
another beer’. 

This concluding observation: 
justifiable criticism of our Council 
members (or any elected officials) 
can—and often does—serve useful 
purposes. It is, however, useful to 
the degree that it poses remedial/al- 
ternative action courses. 

For a former ‘‘super’’ councilman 

(who, it is reported, was unable (?) 
during his final tenure year to attend 
50% of scheduled Council 
meetings) to now complain broad- 
side wise against the actions of his 
elected successors, and to character- 
ize—via his apparent spokesman— 
his position as being that of the 
‘majority’ (without a semblance of 
support for such fantasying), is 
political sophistry, so ever popular 
today; and it should be recognized as 
such. 

Our Council members are, like 
some of us humans, not infallible in 
their judgements; but they do listen 
(until 2 a.m. and beyond, believably) 
to us citizens, and then vote—usual- 
ly 4 to 1—for the indicated actions 
required. If any of their critics would 
care to argue with the merits of their 
logic/decisions: —have at it; but, 
please, offer relevant argumenta- 
tion. They—and the City—deserve 
at least this. 

Hopefully, our communication 
channels will continue—and ex- 
pand, at least via the auspices of the 
STAR. But, gee, guys (and gals), we 
know what you are against but what 
are you for (apart from more kindred 
‘soul mates’)? 

‘*Keep the letters coming, folks’’.
